Why?  Because  a  new  residence  hall  at 
Bethel  College  was  under  construction! 

The  building,  which  will  be  home  to  both 
men  and  women,  is  projected  to  be  finished 
and  ready  to  live  in  by  the  fall  semester  of 
2000.  It  will  house  90  students  in  all,  in  addi- 
tion to  an  apartment  on  the  first  level  for  the 
Resident  Director. 
The  New  Residence  Hall  will  offer  another 


set-up  for  living  arrangements,  different  from 
Haury  Hall  or  Warkentin  Court.  There  will  be 
one  suite  on  each  hall,  which  is  actually  two 
rooms  combined.  This  will  house  3-4  stu- 
dents. The  rest  of  the  rooms  will  fit  two  stu- 
dents, and  have  an  adjoining  bathroom  con- 
necting two  rooms — giving  it  a  more  private 
feel  than  the  other  residence  halls. 

This  varying  style  will  give  students  more 
freedom  in  deciding  what  kind  of  environ- 
ment they  live  in  while  here  at  Bethel.

This  January's  Interterm  was  a  lot  like 
most  other  Interterms  in  Bethel's  histo- 
ry.

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The  Bethel  College 
Peace  Club's  most  significant 
contributing  action  this  year 
was  in  response  to  the  eco- 
nomic sanctions  on  Iraq. 
These  sanctions  were 

imposed  by 
the  United 
Nations  at 
the  end  of 
the  Persian 
Gulf  War.  As 
a  result  of 
these  deci- 
sions, the 
majority  of 
the  Iraqi  citi- 
zens were  rationed  a  meager 
diet  of  rice,  beans,  and  bread. 

Approximately  twenty 
Bethel  College  students  par- 
ticipated fully,  or  at  least  par- 
tially, in  one  week  of  eating 
heart-breaking  ration  propor- 
tions with  which  the  Iraqis 
continually  had  to  survive. 
By  the  end  of  the  week,  stu- 
dents were  able  to  more 
meaningfully  empathize  with 
what  the  Iraqis  had  to  deal  to 


a  greater  degree.  Other 
actions  during  the  week 
included  letter-writing  every 
day  and  a  demonstration  in 
front  of  Dillons. 

Bethel  College's 
Amnesty  International  Club 
held  two  major  writing  cam- 
paigns during  the  year.  The 
Holiday  Card  Action  was 
quite  a  success.  With  forty 
plus  participants,  the  cam- 
paigning effort  was  strong. 
People  wrote  holiday  cards 
to  government  officials  wish- 
ing them  a  happy  holiday 
and  requesting  the  release 
of  prisoners  in  Algeria, 
Mexico,  Kuwait,  and  the  list 
goes  on. 

The  Write-a-Thon  in 
spring  had  an  even  higher 
participatory  rate.  Students 
from  Bethel  College  provided 
musical  entertainment 
throughout  the  evening.

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In  the  25-year  history  of  KCAC  vol- 
leyball, the  Bethel  College 
Threshers  have  been  a  dominant 
force,  winning  15  conference  titles 
and  3  postseason  tournament  titles.  The 
1999  version  of  the  Thresher  volleyball  team 
contributed  its  own  page  to  history  as  they 
finished  the  KCAC  regular  sea 
son  with  an  undefeated  1 6- 
0  record. 

After  losing  several 
admirable  prospects 
and   two  starters 
from  the  previous 
year,  the  team  had 
no  choice  but  to 
begin  the  season 
with    mindsets  of 
determination  and 
hard  work.  The  Lady 
Threshers'   hard  work 
paid  off  as  they  lived  up  to 
the  theme  of  the  season:  "Some 
will  fall,  but  we  will  fly."  The  players  came 
together  with  winning  attitudes  and  the 
desire  to  fly.  They  swept  right  through  the 
KCAC,  ending  in  Ottawa  with  the  16th  win 
and  synching  up  a  perfect  record. 

By  winning  the  regular  season  title,  the 
Threshers  earned  the  right  to  host  the  KCAC 
postseason  volleyball  tournament.  They 
faced  the  difficult  task  of  having  to  beat  two 
teams  for  a  third  time  in  the  season  to  earn 


the  tournament  championship. 

Bethel  defeated  Ottawa  University  (15-11, 
15-4,  15-6)  in  the  semifinals,  while  Bethany 
presided  against  Kansas  Wesleyan  3-0. 
Bethel  played  Bethany  in  the  final  match  of 
the  tournament  and  won,  3-1,  (12-15,  15-12, 
15-12, 15-12),  in  an  exciting  match  to  capture 
the  KCAC  Tournament 
Championship  title.  This  con- 
cluded a  flawless  KCAC 
season  for  the  Lady 
Threshers. 

Bethel  placed  five 
players  on  the  All- 
KCAC  teams.  Juniors 
Trisha  Clark,  Wichita, 
and  Sarah  Harton, 
Wichita,  and  senior 
Rachel  Janzen,  Marion, 
were  named  to  the  All- 
KCAC  First  Team.  Senior 
Carrie  Penner,  Hillsboro,  and 
unior  Riann  Hill,  Hillsboro,  were 
awarded  All-KCAC  Honorable  Mention.  Also, 
Clark  was  named  the  KCAC  volleyball  player 
of  the  year,  and  head  coach  Bev  Mayer  was 
named  KCAC's  volleyball  coach  of  the  year. 

Due  to  the  Lady  Threshers  finish  in  the 
KCAC,  they  earned  a  trip  to  the  NAIA  Region 
IV  tournament  held  at  Northwestern  College 
in  Orange  City,  Iowa.  They  lost  to  11th 
ranked  Northwestern  College  3-0.  The  team 
ended  the  season  23-8.  By  Rachel  Janzen 
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This  was  a  season  of  rebuilding  for 
the  Bethel  Women's  Soccer  team. 
The  returning  players  were  joined 
by  five  freshmen  to  construct  a  tal- 
ented, but  inexperienced  team.  They  fin- 
ished with  a  record  of  5-3  in  the  KCAC.

Coach  Mark  Yoder  agreed.  "I  think  we  did 
well  considering  the  fact  that  we  had  five 
freshmen  in  our  starting  line-up  and  two 
starters  benched  with  injuries  for 
more  than  half  of  the  sea- 
son."

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The  Bethel  College  men's  soccer 
team  fought  valiantly  throughout 
their  fall  season  in  an  attempt  to 
defend  last  year's  KCAC  champi- 
onship title.  Their  season  consisted 
of  a  tremendous  range  of  both  high  and 
low  games.  They  started  off  with  a  bang, 
but  eventually  fell  into  a  mid-sea 
son  slump.  Fortunately,  they 
were  able  to  pull  themselves 
up  again  to  finish  the  season 
the  way  they  had  begun. 

The  team  entered  the  sea- 
son head  first,  dominating  the 
KCAC  with  a  4-0  record.   They  con- 
quered     Southwestern,  Ottawa, 
Sterling,  and  Tabor,  and  then  proceed- 
ed to  easily  humble  non-conference 
teams  Central  McPherson,  William 
Woods,  and  Concordia  as  well.

The  team  picked  up  non-con- 
ference  wins   over  Hutchinson 
Community    College,  nationally 
ranked    (NJCAA)    Barton  County 
Community  College,   and   NCAA  II 
Emporia  State  University  to  complete  an 
overall  victorious  season. 

The  women  had  successful  tournament 
results  as  well  throughout  the  fall.  After  win- 
ning their  own  Thresher  Invitational,  the 
women  proved  to  be  a  dominant  force  in  the 
National  Rolex  Qualifier.  Senior  Angela 
Brodhagen  and  sophomore  Kristin 
Bohnenblust  lost  a  close  match  in  the  finals 
of  the  doubles  draw  in  Kansas  City.  In  addi- 
tion, Brodhagen  was  a  semifinalist  in  the  sin- 
gles draw.  Every  member  of  the  Thresher 
team  won  a  match  in  either  singles  or  dou- 
bles play  that  weekend. 

The  final  tournament  for  the  women  was 
the  KCAC  Tournament  in  Wichita.  A  great 
display  of  dominance  was  demonstrated 


over  the  KCAC  opponents  as  the  Threshers 
won  six  of  nine  flights  in  the  tournament. 
Bethel  reached  the  finals  of  every  flight  in  the 
championship. 

Four  Thresher  athletes  earned  All-KCAC 
honors  this  season.  Brodhagen  was  named 
the  KCAC  Women's  Tennis  Most  Valuable 
Player  for  the  third  consecutive  season, 
Bohnenblust  and  sophomore  Jenika 
Schmidt  were  also  named  to  the 
All-KCAC  First  Team,  and  fresh- 
man Megan  Mowery  was  named 
All-KCAC  Second  Team. 

Despite  the  extreme  success 
the  women  experienced  in  the  fall, 
the  year  ended  on  a  bad  note.  In  a 
new  twist  to  the  NAIA  National  Tennis 
Tournament  qualifying  process,  the 
Threshers  earned  the  #1  seed  for  their 
regional  tournament  in  Lincoln, 
Nebraska.  However,  the  women  fal- 
tered in  the  four  team  round-robin,  loos- 
ing to  Hasting  College  of  Nebraska  in 
the  finals  and  ending  their  high  hopes 
and  expectations  of  Nationals  in 
Lexington,  Kentucky. 
In  addition  to  that  unexpected  disappoint- 
ment, the  Threshers  learned  of  the  surprise 
resignation  of  one  year  head  coach  VanPelt 
from  the  strongly  established  Bethel  College 
tennis  program. 

Despite  their  upsetting  frustrations,  the 
young  women's  team  had  an  outstanding 
year  full  of  many  notable  victories. 
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Angela  Brodhagen  and  Kristin  Bolinenblust  had  a 

spectacular  season  at  the  top  doubles  position. 
They  ranked  in  the  top  25  in  the  NAIA.

However,  VanPelt  handed  in  his  own  resigna- 
tion at  the  end  of  the  1999-2000  season. 

Despite  the  his  resignation,  the  men's  team 
has  a  lot  to  look  forward  to  next  sea- 
son. With  a  solid  core  of  returning  players, 
and  the  return  of  some  top  players  who  have 
been  away  from  Bethel  a  year,  the 
Threshers  should  once  again  be  in  the  hunt 
for  a  KCAC  title  in  2001 . 
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The  1999-2000  Bethel  College 
women's  track  program  continued 
to  gain  momentum  both  in  num- 
bers of  participants  and  experience 
this  season. 

Each  and  every  individual  made  impressive 
strides  in  their  personal  performances 
throughout.  At  the  last  meet,  the  KCAC 
Championships,  which  were  held  at  Bethel, 
almost  every  healthy  athlete  of  the  team  had 
a  personal  best  or  a  season  best. 

"I  think  everyone  made  a  lot  of 
achievements  both  as  a  team  and  as 
individuals,"  senior  Monica  Meyer, 
Wichita,  revealed. 

The  women's  team  had 
three  sprinters,  sophomore 
Laura  Amstutz,  La  Junta, 
Colo.,  and  freshmen  Yvette 
Peters,  Hillsboro,  and 
Gretchen  Kauffman, 
Castle  Rock,  Colo., 

two  field  event  athletes,  senior  Celina  Wilson, 
Lebo,  in  the  high  jump,  and  freshman  Roxy 
Beckerman,  Fowler,  in  the  javelin,  and  five 
distance  runners,  senior  Monica  Meyer, 
Wichita,  juniors  Sonya  Buller,  Mt.  Lake, 
Minn.,  and  Tricia  Oetinger,  Hesston,  and 
sophomores  Helen  Dick,  Bloomington,  III., 
and  Joanna  Toews,  North  Newton. 

The  biggest  story  of  the  women's  team 
was  the  impressive  season  for  freshman 
Yvette  Peters.  She  placed  in  all  three  sprint 


events,  the  100m,  200m,  and  400m,  in 
almost  every  meet.  She  was  the  KCAC 
Champion  in  the  400m  with  a  time  of  57.93, 
just  .10  of  a  second  shy  of  the  national  NAIA 
automatic  qualifying  time.  This  gave  her  the 
18th  best  NAIA  time  in  the  nation  in  the 
400m. 

Another  highlight  of  the  women's  season 
was  hosting  the  KCAC  Championship  meet. 
This  gave  Bethel  the  opportunity  to  show- 
case its  outstanding  track  and  field  facility. 
Overall,  the  lady  Threshers  had  a  suc- 
cessful season.  "Really  I  think  the  sea- 
son went  pretty  well,"  commented 
Beckerman.  "We  had  to 
struggle  through  quite  a 
few  problems,  but  defi- 
nitely ended  the  season  on  a  higher 
note." 

Early  in  the  season,  the  women 
had  to  make  it  through  a  series 
of  injuries.  Toews  was  bothered 
by  hip  problems,  while  Dick 
and  Kauffman  both  strug- 
gled with  knee  injuries.  In 
addition,  Peters  consistently  ran  through  shin 
splints. 

Despite  their  challenges  this  year,  the 
women's  track  team  gained  valuable  experi- 
ence for  future  seasons.  With  several  new 
talents,  they  look  to  build  on  their  perform- 
ances from  this  season  and  find  more  suc- 
cess next  year.
